Adoption  of  Recommended  Final  Budget  1994-95 

President  and  Members: 

Title  5  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  requires  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year,  prior  to  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  September.    In  addition,  the  proposed  budget  must  be 
made  available  to  the  public  for  inspection  at  least  three  days  before  the  hearing.  Furthermore,  the 
budget  cannot  be  adopted  by  the  governing  board  of  the  district  until  after  the  public  hearing  has 
been  held.  Finally,  Title  5  also  requires   the  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  to 
adopt  a  final  budget  no  later  than  September  7th  of  each  fiscal  year. 

The  proposed  budget  was  available  for  public  inspection  from  July  21,  1994 
through  July  28,  1  994  at  the  District  Business  Office  located  at  33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California. 

The  final  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Chancellor  for  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1 994-95  is  as  follows:

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

PART  1  -  ADOPTION  OF  FINAL  BUDGET 

Section  1  -         In  accordance  with  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section 
58196  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  hereby  adopts  the  Recommended  Final  Budget  1  994- 
95  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  as  detailed  on 
Community  College  District  forms  and  summarized  by  fund,  purpose, 
and  amount  as  follows: 

General  Fund  -  Unrestricted  $101,214,209 

Reserve  Fund  -  Unrestricted  4,000,000 

General  Fund  -  Restricted  5,495,808 

Cafeteria  Fund  936,055 

Child  Development  Fund  1,017,113 

Capital  Outlay  Fund  1,100,000 
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Section  2  -         Any  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  of  July  28, 
1994  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  Recomnnended  Final  Budget  1994- 
95  and  a  copy  of  the  Recommended  Final  Budget  1994-95  with 
modifications  shall  be  placed  in  the  official  files  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Section  3  -         The  estimated  receipts,  income  and  revenue  enumerated  in  the 

Adopted  Budget  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and 
departments  indicated  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  expenditure  appropriations  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget. 
These  proposed  expenditure  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  funds 
and  departments  enumerated  in  the  Adopted  Budget.    Each 
department  for  which  an  expenditure  appropriation  is  made  is  hereby 
authorized  to  use,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  the  amounts  so 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  specified  in  the  Adopted  Budget. 

Section  4  -         The  Chancellor,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  and/or  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Administration  &  Finance  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert  the 
budget  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  official  State  forms  prescribed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, California  Community  College;  to  execute,  process,  and  file  all 
necessary  documents  required  by  the  Education  Code  or  the 
California  Code  of  Regulations;  to  place  a  copy  of  all  budget 
documents  in  the  official  files  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  due  to 
the  fact  that  certain  entries  on  the  State  forms  are  based  on 
estimates,  to  use  the  latest  available  information  when  preparing  all 
entries  concerning  1994-95  Expenditures,  1994-95  Income,  and 
1994-95  Income  sections  of  the  budget.    All  entries  concerning  the 
1994-95  Expenditures  section  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  total 
proposed  expenditures  included  in  the  Recommended  Final  Budget 
1994-95  as  listed  above. 

Section  5  -         The  Chancellor,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  and/or  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Administration  &  Finance  are  also  authorized  to  convert  the  budget 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Community  College  District 
forms  to  the  forms  and  accounts  required  by  the  San  Francisco 
Controller;  to  execute  all  necessary  budgetary  documents,  including 
current  and  subsequent  budget  transfers  as  required  by  the  San 
Francisco  Controller,  provided  they  are  within  the  purposes  and 
amounts  of  the  budgets  adopted  on  Community  College  District 
forms. 

Section  6  -         The  Chancellor,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  and/or  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Administration  &  Finance,  are  hereby  authorized  to  withhold  filing 
the  documents  described  in  Sections  4  and  5  above  until  such  time 
as  they  are  legally  required  to  be  filed  with  the  local  and  state 
agencies.    If  after  this  resolution  is  adopted    revenues  in  excess  of 
the  amounts  anticipated  in  the  Adopted  Budget  become  available, 
such  excess  revenues  will  be  budgeted  in  an  Appropriation  for 
Contingencies. 
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PART  2  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1  -        Because  total  appropriations  contained  in  the  Reconnnnended  Final 
Budget  are  based  on  estimated  revenues  which  may  not  be  fully 
realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Chancellor,  Chief  Operating 
Officer,  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  &  Finance  to  review 
revenue  estimates  each  month.    If  such  revenue  estimates  indicate  a 
shortage,  the  Chancellor,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  and/or  Vice 
Chancellor,  Administration  &  Finance  shall  freeze  an  equivalent 
amount  of  expenditure  appropriations.   These  frozen  appropriations 
may  only  be  released  if  subsequent  estimates  indicate  that  the 
collection  of  the  amounts  originally  estimated  is  assured. 

Section  2  -        The  Chancellor,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  and/or  Vice  Chancellor 
Administration  &  Finance  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  any 
transfers  necessary  to  correct  erroneous  account  classifications  or  to 
effect  any  changes  in  accounts  made  necessary  by  changes  in  the 
method  of  expenditures  within  the  purpose  of  the  appropriation; 
such  as  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  a  lump  sum 
appropriation  for  a  program  or  a  project  and  transfers  to  subsidiary 
appropriations  are  required  by  City  and  County  or  State  budgetary 
practices.  In  contrast,  transfers  from  the  Appropriation  for 
Contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  shall  be  made  only 
by  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
of  the  Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Title  5,  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  Section  58199;  in  addition  transfers  between  major 
budget  classifications  shall  be  made  only  by  a  formal  resolution 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as 
provided  for  in  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section 
58199.  Any  other  transfers  between  subordinate  accounts  within  a

second,  to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Title  5,  California 
Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58199  and  expend  from  the  available 
funds  budgeted  for  personal  services;  and  third,  to  transfer  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Education,  Section 
58199  and  expend  from  any  other  available  budgeted  funds  for  lump 
sum  payments  to  classified  employees  upon  death  or  retirement  for 
service  or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated 
sick  leave  benefits  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commission  Rule 
22,  Section  22.02.B9.    Provided,  however,  that  the  position  held  by 
an  employee  who  is  entitled  to  such  lump  sum  payment  will  not  be 
filled  with  either  a  permanent  or  temporary  replacement  until  such 
lump  sum  payment  has  been  recovered  from  funds  budgeted  for 
personal  services,  and  further  provided  that  in  the  event  that  said 
position  must  be  filled  immediately  it  may  be  so  filled  on  the 
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recommendation  of  the  Chancellor  and  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  a  resolution  providing  funds  for  the  purpose.

Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor,  Chief 
Operating  Officer,  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  be 
transferred  to  certificated  hourly  accounts  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  replace  a  permanent   employee  who  is  on  extended 
leave  without  pay.    Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  certificated  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the 
Chancellor,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Administration  &  Finance  be  transferred  to  other  certificated 
positions. 
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Section  7  -        Surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for  permanent  positions  in 
the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Chancellor,  Chief 
Operating  Officer,  and/or  Vice  Chancellor  for  Administration  & 
Finance  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  into  the  Reserve  for 
Contingencies  prior  to  June  30,  1995. 

Section  8  -        Moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD  automobiles  or 
trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of 
repairing  such  equipment  or  property.   Any  excess  funds,  and  any 
amount  received  for  damaged  equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired 
shall  be  credited  to  Miscellaneous  Revenues  of  the  General  Fund; 
provided  that  where  the  property  is  damaged  during  construction 
and  such  construction  is  funded  from  the  Capital  Outlay  Projects 
Fund,  the  excess  funds  shall  be  credited  to  the  specific  construction 
project  in  the  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund.

Program,  the  Center-Public  Child  Development  Program,  and  the 
Campus  Child  Care  Bailout.

The  SWACC-JPA  requires  us  to  obtain  claims  administration  through 
a  third  party  for  the  claims  in  the  self  insured  retention 
($25,000  on  liability),  and  the  deductible  ($25,000  on  property), 
region.   SWACC-JPA  has  entered  into  a  management  services  contract 
with  Keenan  &  Associates  to  obtain  among  other  services,  claims 
management  services  for  the  claims  filed  against  the  SWACC-JPA. 
Since  there  are  savings  in  administrative  effort  and  improved 
coordination  of  claims  processing  that  are  achieved  by  having  the 
same  party  administer  claims  under  as  well  as  over  our 
deductible/SIR,  we  have  contracted  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for 
claims  administration  services  since  July  1,  1986.   Staff 
recommends  that  we  continue  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  claims 
administration  for  Fiscal  Years  1994-95,  and  1995-96.

The  Education  Code  Section  72283  provides  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  establish  policies  for,  and  approve,  the 
total  educational  program  of  the  community  college  district. 

Modifications  to  the  educational  program  made  during 
the  1993-94  academic  year  will  be  reflected  in  the  1994-95 
college  catalog.   The  following  information  summarizes  major 
actions  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  between  September  1993  and 
June  1994. 

Overall,  there  were  55  new  courses  added  to  the  CCSF 
curriculum  with  92  deactivations  and  deletions.  Six  departments 
completed  a  major  curricular  restructuring:  ESL  Department  (46 
courses  changed,  5  new  courses,  2  course  deactivations) ,  Graphic 
Connnunications  (22  courses  changed,  1  new  course,  1  course 
deleted),  and  Broadcasting  Department  (17  revisions,  1  new 
course,  10  deletions) ,  Child  Development  and  Family  Studies  (5 
courses  changed,  4  new  courses,  11  course  deactivations) ,  Health 
Care  Technology  (4  revisions,  6  new  courses) ,  and  Automotive 
Technology  (2  revisions,  5  new  courses) . 

A  significant  number  of  curricular  changes  came  from 
the  creation  of  new  programs.  New  degree  curriculum  was 
established  for  the  following  programs:  Environmental  Hazards 
Materials  Technology  (Engineering  and  Technology  Department) , 
Design  Firm  Management  (Architecture) ,  Biotechnology  (Biology 
Department) ,   and  International  Business  (Business  Department) . 
New  certificate  curriculum  was  approved  for:  Total  Quality 
Management  (Business  and  Engineering  and  Technology  Departments) , 
and  Biotechnology  (Biology  Department) .  In  addition,  the  Dental 
LcdDoratory  Program  was  reduced  from  a  two  year  to  a  one  year 
program  and  the  Child  Development  and  Family  Studies  certificate 
curriculum  was  deleted. 

All  of  the  additions  and  changes  listed  above  appear  in 
the  1994-95  college  catalog.

It  is  important  to  have  drummers  because  in  an  African- 
Haitian  and/or  traditional  African  dance  class,  an  atmosphere  is 
created  as  closely  as  possible  to  all  the  traditional  realms  of 
African  society. 

An  attitude  of  unity,  oneness  within  a  community,  is 
critical  in  the  classroom  to  express  traditional  African  dance. 
The  live  drum  is  important  in  achieving  this  unity. 

Africa  has  a  rich  variety  of  art  forms  in  religious  and 
communal  artifacts.   Both  music  forms  and  dance  forms  were 
regarded  by  Africans  as  integral  parts  of  their  culture.   Dancing 
generally  involved  the  whole  village,  either  as  active 
participants  or  as  spectators.   Recorded  music  is  not  a 
satisfactory  substitute. 

Execution  of  this  contract  is  necessary  because  of 
special  training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of 
African-Haitian  dance.   Contractor  agrees  and  declares  that  he  is 
qualified  to  perform  such  special  services  and  that  he  is  willing 
to  render  them.

Legislation  enacted  in  1982,  Education  Code  Section 
71094  and  Government  Code  Section  1249,5,  authorized  the  State 
Chancellor's  Office  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  local  community 
colleges  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  outstanding  student 
financial  aid  obligations  owed  to  the  districts. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  has 
contracted  for  COTOP  services  since  the  program's  inception 
during  the  1982-83  fiscal  year.   Initially,  only  student 
financial  obligations  were  allowed  to  be  submitted  for  COTOP 
collection.   Consequently,  only  such  debts  as  defaulted 
NSDL/Perkins  Loans,  and  overaward  payments  under  the  PELL,  SEOG 
and  EOPS  programs  were  allowed. 

The  198  9-90  COTOP  contract  was  amended  to  allow 
institutions  to  submit  non-financial  aid  obligations  for 
collection  such  as  non-resident  tuition  fees,  enrollment  fees, 
library  fines,  drop  fees,  NSF  checks  for  books  and  supplies, 
emergency  loans,  etc.   However,  during  1989-90  only  obligations 
that  were  within  the  statute  of  limitation  (accounts  of  not  more 
than  four  years  old)  were  allowed  to  be  submitted  to  COTOP  for 
the  tax  offset  program. 

The  1991-92  COTOP  contract  had  a  significant  revision 
in  the  statute  of  limitations  for  outstanding  debts.   Beginning 
with  the  1991-92  contract,  all  student  financial  aid  and  non- 
financial  aid  obligations,  regardless  of  age  of  the  account, 
qualified  for  submission  to  the  COTOP  program.   The  previous  four 
year  statute  of  limitations  was  eliminated.   The  Hicrher  Education 
Technical  Amendments  of  1991  removed  all  statute  of  limitations 
that  had  previously  applied  to  enforcement  action  to  collect  GSL 
and  Perkins/National  Direct  Student  Loans,  or  overpayments  of 
grants  or  work  assistance  under  Title  IV  of  the  Act, 
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The  advantage  of  contracting  with  the  Chancellor's 
Office  is  that  it  allows  districts  to  take  advantage  of  the  State 
Franchise  Tax  Board's  Income  Tax  Offset  Program,   This  means  that 
if  a  student  has  an  outstanding  obligation  with  a  district,  his 
or  her  name  can  be  submitted  to  this  office  for  collection.   If 
the  student  then  files  a  state  income  tax  return  and  a  refund  is 
due,  the  tax  offset  program  will  deduct  the  amount  that  is  owed 
to  the  district  and  send  a  check  to  the  district  for  the  student 
whose  name  was  submitted  to  the  Chancellor's  Office.   Also,  the 
COTOP  program  shows  compliance  with  Federal  "Due  Diligence" 
requirements  for  the  collection  of  Federal  loan  programs. 

To  participate  in  this  program,  which  is  called  the 
COTOP  Program,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  will 
have  to  agree  to  pay  the  Chancellor's  Office  an  estimated  amount 
equal  to  25%  of  the  amount  collected. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  contracted 
with  and  participated  in  the  COTOP  Program  during  the  tax  offset 
years  from  1983  through  1994.

The  Board  of  Trustees  passed  Resolution  No.  921217-S2 
increasing  test  administration  fee  rates  for  GED  Testing  and 
Assessment,  effective  March  1,  1993. 

Recent  budget  reductions  affecting  the  classified  work 
calendars  will  result  in  closing  the  CCSF  GED  Testing  Center  for 
a  period  of  six  weeks  during  the  1994-95  semester.  The  Center 
currently  charges  a  $32  testing  fee  and  a  $5  -retest  fee,  while 
other  GED  centers  charge  at  the  low  range  $25  and  the  high  range 
$55  for  the  tests.  Of  the  15  testing  centers  in  the  Bay  area,  10 
centers  charge  between  $40  and  $45  for  the  test.   The  passage  of 
this  resolution  will  bring  the  CCSF  GED  Assessment  Center  fee 
rates  into  line  with  other  rates  in  the  Bay  Area.  The  additional 
revenue  generated  from  the  fee  increase  will  help  subsidize  the 
staffing  of  the  Center.

President  and  Members: 

The  College  has  been  informed  by  Pacific  Bell  that  the  District's  current 
switchboard  console  will  no  longer  be  operative  in  October.   The  Pac  Bell  central  office  will 
be  upgrading  its  equipment  to  a  digital  system  which  will  not  be  compatible  with  our  analog 
switchboard  equipment.   In  addition,  parts  and  service  will  no  longer  be  available  for  the 
switchboard,  which  was  originally  rented  in  1976. 

During  the  past  few  months,  the  College  has  been  evaluating,  with  some 
recent  assistance  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  Department  of  Electricity  and 
Telecommunications,  the  proposed  equipment  and  maintenance  purchase  as  well  as  the 
current  telephone  services  contract  we  have  with  Pac  Bell.    As  a  result  of  this  evaluation,  the 
following  recommendations  were  reached: 

1 .  The  District  should  purchase  the  new  Startel  system  so  that  telephone 
switchboard  services  can  continue.   Among  the  features  that  the  new 
system  will  provide  are  integration  of  computers  with  telephones, 
automatic  answering,  automatic  distribution,  directory  management  and 
recordkeeping  for  reports,  a  variety  of  delivery  options,  emergency 
response  support,  linkage  with  the  District's  MIS,  and  other  services. 
The  system  will  not  displace  the  telephone  operators  but  increase  their 
productivity  and  decrease  their  stress. 

2.  The  District  should  purchase  rather  than  rent  because  of  the  cost 
differences  and  penalties  if  the  five-year  rental  agreement  is  terminated. 
At  the  end  of  the  five  years  a  new  month-to-month  agreement  would 
have  to  be  contracted.    The  cost  of  the  five-year  rental  agreement  is 
$97,131. 

3.  The  District  should  continue  its  negotiation  of  a  new  Pac  Bell  services 
contract  which  should  result  in  monthly  cost  savings  and  voice  mail 
rebates  to  finance  the  purchase  of  this  equipment  without  new  funds 
being  allocated  for  telephone  services. 

4.  The  District  should  complete  its  cost  analysis  of  the  PC's  and  related 
equipment  and  services  to  determine  the  District's  ability  to  purchase 

V  them  at  reduced  educational  prices.   With  the  negotiations  and  cost 
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analysis,  the  total  package  price  may  be  less  than  the  initial  proposal 
submitted  by  Pac  Bell.    Thus,  the  price  of  the  Startel  should  not  exceed 
the  amounts  stated  in  the  Subject.

The  Department  of  Health  Science  established  a  community  health 
outreach  worker  program  during  the  1992/93  academic  year.   This  program  trains 
health  workers  who  work  with  health  agencies,  community  health  organizations 
and  health  maintenance  organizations.   They  provide  a  vital  service  of  linking 
local  communities  with  health  providers. 

The  demand  for  this  type  of  worker  will  continue  to  increase  in 
the  future  because  of  the  current  efforts  to  reform  the  health  provider  system 
in  the  country.   Community- based  health  workers  will  be  needed  in  a  variety  of 
areas  including  HIV/AIDS;  measles  control;  TB  control,  etc. 

Currently,  the  community  health  worker  program  is  funded  by  a 
grant  from  the  Department  of  Education  for  one  more  year.   The  grant  provides 
support  for  both  City  College  and  San  Francisco  State  University  to  work  on 
establishing  this  program. 

The  Office  of  Institutional  Development  wishes  to  retain  a 
consultant  who  is  also  an  expert  in  the  field  of  community  health  to  work  with 
the  Department  of  Health  Science  and  the  Office  of  Institutional  Development 
to  develop  a  development  plan  and  submit  proposals  to  a  targeted  group  of 
federal,  state  and  local  funding  agencies  in  order  to  support  and  expand  the 
work  of  the  community  health  worker  program.

The  order  of  business  may  be  revised  at  any  meeting  when,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
President,  such  revision  will  benefit  the  public  and/or  order  of  the  meeting.  In  the  conduct  of 
its  business,  the  procedure  of  the  Board  will  be  governed  by  the  policies  set  forth  in  this  manual, 
or  if  not  covered  thereby  then  by  the  Newly  Revised  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

B.  Preparation  for  Meetings.  At  least  72  hours  before  a  regular  meeting,  an  agenda  shall 
be  posted  containing  a  brief  general  description  of  each  item  of  business  to  be  transacted  or 
discussed  at  the  meeting,  including  items  to  be  discussed  in  closed  session.  The  agenda  for 
Board  meetings  shall  be  delivered  to  Board  members  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time 
of  regular  meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings. 
Resolutions  proposed  by  individual  Board  members  must  obtain  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two 
(2)  other  Board  members.  However,  items  requiring  Board  action  which  do  not  appear  on  the 
agenda  may  be  acted  upon  under  any  of  the  following  circumstances:  1 .  At  least  four  (4)  Board 
members  determine  that  an  emergency  situation  exists,  2.  At  least  five  (5)  Board  members  (or 
all  members  present  if  less  than  5)  determine  that  the  need  to  take  immediate  action  and  that  the 
need  for  action  came  to  the  attention  of  the  District  subsequent  to  the  agenda  being  posted,  or 
3.  The  matter  was  posted  on  an  agenda  for  a  prior  meeting  occurring  not  more  than  five  calendar 
days  prior  to  the  date  action  is  taken  on  the  item,  and  at  the  prior  meeting  the  item  was 
continued  to  the  meeting  at  which  action  is  being  taken.  Prior  to  discussing  any  item  pursuant 
to  these  three  exceptions,  the  Board  shall  publicly  identify  the  item.  An  "emergency  situation" 
shall  mean:  (a)  Work  stoppage  or  other  activity  which  severely  impairs  public  health,  safety, 
or  both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislative  body,  (b)  Crippling 
disaster  which  severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or  both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  legislative  body.  Agenda  items  appearing  on  the  published  agenda  may  be 
removed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board.  The  Agenda  shall  be  posted  at  the  entrance  door  at 
33  Gough  Street  and  in  the  lobby  of  Conlan  Hall  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  50  Phelan 
Avenue,  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  the  regular  meetings  and  at  least  twenty- 
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tour  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings.  In  addition,  the  agenda  shall  be  posted  in  as 
many  other  District  facilities  and  sites  as  possible.  Such  other  facilities  and  sites  shall  be  listed 
in  PM  Administrative  Regulations.  A  notice  identifying  the  location,  date,  and  time  of  the 
regular  meeting  shall  be  posted  at  the  above  mentioned  locations  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
the  meeting  and  shall  remain  so  posted  to  and  including  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

C.  Voting.  The  vote,  by  Ayes  and  Noes,  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  when  demanded  by 
any  member,  or  as  otherwise  required  by  law  and  it  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  on  all  actions 
authorizing  elections,  appointments,  or  die  expenditure  of  money. 

D.  Adoption  of  Policies.  Any  policy  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed 
by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of 
said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.  Any  policy  or  bylaw  which  is 
regulatory  as  to  the  Board  but  is  not  otherwise  required  by  law  may  be  suspended  temporarily 
by  a  vote  of  at  least  five  (5)  members  if  such  suspension  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  District. 

E.  Reports.  Board  members  requesting  reports  must  do  so  through  the  President  of  the 
Board  with  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members. 

F.  Recording  Minutes  of  Meeting.  As  records  of  Board  actions  at  meetings,  the  minutes 
shall  contain  only  resolutions  and  ultimate  actions  of  the  Board,  but  if  any  Trustee  desires  to 
have  any  additional  matter  included,  he/she  must  submit  a  written  statement  with  a  request  that 
it  be  included  in  the  minutes.  For  regular  meetings,  there  shall  also  be  a  tape  recording  of  the 
proceedings  and/or  some  other  means  of  maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  the  proceedings. 
For  special  meetings,  to  the  extent  practicable,  there  shall  also  be  a  tape  recording  of  the 
proceedings  and/or  some  other  means  of  maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  the  proceedings. 

Records  of  all  business  transacted  and  of  all  policies  and  regulations  or  other  controls 
enacted  by  the  Board  shall  be  set  forth  in  full  in  the  official  records  of  the  District,  which  shall 
be  the  official  public  records  of  Board  actions. 

G.  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board.  One  or  more  meetings  shall  be  held  each  month,  at  the 
regular  meeting  place  of  the  Board,  50  Phelan  Avenue,  San  Francisco.  The  Board  may  also 
meet  at  other  District  locations  served  by  the  District  or  at  other  locations  outside  the  District 
as  provided  by  law. 

H.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Board.  Such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  Board  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  by  delivering  personally  or  by  mail 
written  notice  to  each  Board  member  and  to  appropriate  media.  Such  meetings  shall  be  within 
District  boundaries  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

1.  Meetings  Open  to  the  Public.  All  meetings  of  the  Board,  including  committees,  shall  be 

open  to  the  public  as  provided  by  law. 

J.  Meetings  Closed  to  the  Public.  All  closed  sessions  shall  be  closed  to  the  public.  Closed 
sessions  may  be  held  in  accordance  with  the  law. 
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To  consider  the  expulsion,  suspension  or  disciplinary  action  in  closed  sessions  can  be  held 
during  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

K.        Quorum.    A  quorum  for  the  conduct  of  Board  business  shall  consist  of  four  members. 
No  official  action  may  be  taken  when  a  quorum  is  absent. 

L.         Granting  the  Privilege  of  the  Floor.    A  person  desiring  to  speak  shall  be  recognized  by 
the  Chair  only  after  complying  with  the  following  procedures: 

For  matters  appearing  on  the  agenda,  an  individual  desiring  to  address  the  Board  must 
complete  a  "Request  to  Address  Governing  Board"  card,  completing  the  information 
thereon  including  the  subject  to  be  addressed.  If  there  is  to  be  a  written  report  presented, 
a  copy(ies)  shall  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the  Chancellor. 

Any  person  desiring  to  address  the  Board  on  non-agenda  items  must  also  complete  the 
"Request  to  Address  Board  of  Trustees"  card  and  will  be  recognized  at  the  end  of  the 
agenda. 

Cards  for  these  purposes  are  available  in  the  Oftlce  of  the  Chancellor  and  also  at  the 
Board  meeting.  Completed  cards  should  be  presented  to  the  Board  President  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  meeting.  As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  the  Board  encourages  people  to  notify 
the  Chancellor's  Office  in  advance  of  the  Board  meeting  of  their  intention  to  address  the 
Board. 

)  The  President  of  the  Board  reserves  the  right  of  determining  the  order  of  the  speakers  and 

changing  the  order  of  the  agenda  if  it  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  public  and/or  the  order  of 
the  meeting. 

Undue  interruptions  or  other  interferences  with  the  orderly  conduct  of  Board  business 
cannot  be  allowed.  Defamatory  or  abusive  personal  remarks  are  always  out  of  order. 
However,  the  Board  shall  not  prohibit  public  criticism  of  the  policies,  procedures, 
programs,  or  services  of  the  District,  or  of  the  acts  of  omissions  of  the  Board. 

The  President  may  terminate  the  speaker's  privilege  of  address  if  after  being  called  to 
order,  he  or  she  persists  in  improper  conduct  or  remarks,  or  if  the  speaker  fails  to  speak 
on  the  subject  matter  for  which  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted.  The  appropriate 
length  of  time  for  oral  presentations  shall  be  determined  by  the  President  of  the  Board.
